Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  forward  my  Thirteenth  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  1906. 

POPULATION. 

The  population  according  to  the  census  of  1901  is  9,431,  and 
by  estimation  to  the  middle  of  1903  is  11,302. 

BIRTHS/ 

Two  hundred  and  ninety-four  births  were  registered,  givgin 
birth  rate  of  31T6  per  thousand  per  anuum,  upon  the  census  of 
1901,  and  a  rate  of  26*01  upon  the  estimated  population. 

DEATHS. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-five  deaths  have  been  reported,  which 
gives  a  mortality  of  14*30  per  thousand  per  annum,  estimated 
upon  the  1901  census  of  9,434,  or  of  on  the  estimated  population 
to  the  middle  of  1906,  11.94  per  thousand. 
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In  the  tables  appended,  A  indicates  the  number  of  deaths 
which  occurred  in  each  locality  during  each  quarter  of  the  year, 
and  also  the  ages  (in  groups)  at  which  death  took  place  ;  and 
B  gives  information  as  to  population  and  rates  in  the  different 
sub-divisions.

Of  the  36  deaths  which  occurred  under  one  year  : 

14  were  under  1  month, 

15  were  between  one  and  6  months, 

7  were  between  6  and  12  months. 

Forty- seven  deaths  occurred  under  five  years,  which  gives 
a  mortality  of  4-15  per  thousand  at  this  age  period,  on  estima¬ 
ted  population  of  11,302,  a  decrease  of  3-86  as  compared  by 
1905.

Zymotic  Death  Rate. 

Fourteen  deaths  occurred  from  Zymotic  Diseases  which 
is  equivalent  to  a  Zymotic  death  rate  of  1-23  per  thousand  of 
the  population  estimated  to  the  middle  of  1906,  and  which 
is  a  decrease  of  0-42  as  compared  with  1905. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. 

Scarlatina,  Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  Puerperal  Fever, 
Erysipelas  and  Chicken-pox,  occurred  at  the  places,  and  in  the 
months  indicated  by  the  subjoined  table. 


Sixteen  cases: — 6  in  February,  2  in  June,  4  in  July,  1  in 

August,  3  in  December. 

Two  cases: — 1  in  April,  1  in  July. 

Eight  cases: — 1  in  July,  2  in  August,  3  in  September,  2  in 

November. 

One  case  in  August. 

Twenty-seven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year 
as  against  130  in  1904,  and  58  in  1905.  The  cases  were 
of  a  mild  type  and  scattered  in  various  portions  of  the 
district.  No  fatal  cases  were  recorded. 

Two  cases  in  October. 

Three  cases: — 1  in  February,  1  in  September,  1  in  October. 

Five  cases  only  were  notified  during  the  year  as  against 
thirty-cne  in  1905.  The  cases  were  all  of  a  mild  type.  One 
child  was  removed  from  Old  Hartley  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
at  Earsdon  where  it  soon  recovered.  There  were  no  fatal 
cases.  There  was  nothing  that  could  be  ascertained  in  the 
surroundings  to  account  for  the  disease  in  any  way,

Measles. 


Two  cases  : — 1  in  August,  1  in  October. 

Both  of  the  cases  were  men  who  had  been  from  home  pre¬ 
vious  to  their  illness,  where  probably  they  contracted  the 
disease,  as  no  sanitary  defects  could  be  found  in  their  surround¬ 
ings  to  account  for  the  disease.  Both  recovered. 


One  case  in  November  which  recovered. 

This  occurred  in  new  property  where  nothing  of  an  insani¬ 
tary  nature  could  be  found. 


Sixteen  cases  : — 1  in  February,  1  in  March,  1  in  April,  2  in 
May,  2  in  June,  l  in  July,  4  in  September,  3  in  October, 
1  in  November. 

Five  cases  : — 1  in  June,  1  in  March,  1  in  April,  1  in  August, 
1  in  December. 

Ten  cases  : — 1  in  January,  3  in  February,  1  in  March,  1  in 
August,  2  in  September,  1  in  October,  1  in  November. 

One  case  in  November. 


Sixty-seven  cases  : — 3  in  February,  7  in  March,  9  in  April,  17 
in  May,  10  in  June,  15  in  July,  1  in  August,  3  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  1  in  October,  1  in  November. 

Twenty-one  cases  : — 1  in  March,  3  in  August,  3  in  September, 
7  in  October,  6  in  November,  1  in  December. 

Four  cases  : — 1  in  August,  3  in  September. 

Twelve  cases  : — 8  in  May,  4  in  October. 

Infectious  Diseases  not  Notifiable. 

Measles  was  prevalent  during  the  year,  but  not  to  the  extent 
of  the  previous  year,  nor  did  it  assume  the  proportions  of 
an  epidemic.  The  cases  which  were  of  a  mild  type  were 
sporadic.  There  were  no  fatal  cases  as  against  six  of  1905. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFIED  in  the  District  during  the  Year 
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Whooping 

Cough. 

Was  prevalent  more  especially  at  New  Delaval  where  it  became 
epidemic  during  August.  There  were  no  deaths  in  this 
particular  portion  of  the  district ;  but  at  Seaton  Delaval 
two  children  succummed  to  the  disease  from  complications 
having  supervened. 

Influenza.  Was  prevalent  in  a  mild  form,  one  death  was  recorded,  an  old 

man  who  developed  Pneumonia  as  a  complication. 

Diarrhoea.  Was  prevalent  during  August,  September  and  October.  Ten 

cases  proved  fatal,  all  under  the  age  of  five  years. 


Scavenging*. 

Scavenging  has  been  carried  out  with  fair  regularity  through¬ 
out  the  district. 


Improvements. 

Houses. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-two  new  houses  have  been  occupied 
at  East  Hartford. 

Twelve  houses  in  fats,  and  nine  self  contained  houses,  and 
one  shop  have  been  built  at  Seaton  Delaval. 

Six  houses  in  hats  have  been  built  and  occupied  at  New 
Delaval  (Horton). 

Streets. 

New  Streets  have  been  made  at  Avenue  Head,  Seaton  Delaval. 

Drainage. 

330  yards  of  18"  pipes  were  laid  near  New  Hartley  Station 
and  this  part  of  the  open  sewage  gutter  is  now  used  for  surface 
water  only. 

The  open  gutter  at  Wheatridge  Row,  Seaton  Delaval,  has  been 
dispensed  with  for  slopwater,  drains  have  been  connected  to  the 
sewer  and  slopwater  gullies  provided. 

Requirements. 

Ashpits  are  required  atCamp  Terrace,  Stable  Row,  South  Row, 
Percy  Row,  and  Brick  Row,  Seaton  Delaval. 

The  owners  of  the  property  have  this  matter  in  hand,  and  it 
is  expected  that  in  the  course  of  the  spring  a  commencement 
will  be  made  to  build  the  necessary  ashpits. 

A  steam  disinfector  is  greatly  required  for  the  Hospitals. 
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Two  contact  wards  for  the  small-pox  contacts  to  be  built  ar 
Scafflold  Hill. 

Red  House  Faam  and  New  Hartley  Station  are  still  without 
an  efficient  water  supply,  but  arrangements  are  now  being  made 
to  have  the  water  laid  on  to  these  places. 

The  sewage  should  be  conveyed  in  closed  pipes  from  the 
Avenue  Head  to  the  sea.  Under  the  heading  of  Improvements, 
it  will  be  seen  that  a  commencement  has  been  made  to  carry  out 
this  work  in  sections,  as  330  ^ards  of  18"  pipes  have  been  laid 
near  New  Hartley  Station. 

Back  to  back  houses  at  Camp  Terrace  aud  Double  Row, 
Seaton  Delaval,  should  be  converted  into  double  houses,  to  allow 
through  ventilation,  and  also  to  provide  accommodation  for  the 
largest  families  in  the  neighbourhood.

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  forward  my  Annual  Report  on  No.  2  Division  of 
the  Tynemouth  Rural  District  Council,  for  the  year  ending  3ist 
December,  1906. 


Area. 

The  total  area  of  the  district  is  7,240  acres  ;  and  it  is  divided 
into  three  localities  or  sub-districts,  Longhenton,  Burradon  with 
Camperdown  and  Willington-Rosehill. 

Population. 

The  total  population  of  No.  2  Division  at  census  1901,  was 
11,304,  and  as  estimated  to  middle  of  1906  is  13,870. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  residential  part  of  Longbenton 
locality  at  Forest  Hall  and  Benton  as  also  in  the  mining  part  of 
it  at  the  West  Allotment.  There  are  also  a  number  of  new  resi¬ 
dential  houses  at  Low  Gosforth  at  the  other  extreme  end  of  Long¬ 
benton  parish.  The  increase  of  population  in  Roseliill  locality 
is  small,  while  at  Burradon  and  Camperdown  there  is  no  increase. 

Table  A  1.  shows  the  Estimated  Population,  also  the  number 
of  Births  and  Deaths  that  have  occurred  in  each  locality  into 
which  the  District  or  Division  is  divided.

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  1900  for  whole  district  was 
212  which  gives  a  mortality  rate  of  15’3  per  1000,  per  annum  on 
estimated  population.  This  compares  unfavourably  with  last 
year’s  Death  rate,  18-9  which  was  probably  a  record  for  many 
previous  years  The  increased  mortality  will  be  seen  in  Table  IV. 
to  be  due  to  increase  at  extreme  scale  of  ages,  i  e.  under  1  year 
and  over  G5  years. 

Infant  Mortality. 

The  Infant  mortality  was  much  more  effected  by  summer 
Diarrhoea  than  that  of  lastyear.  There  were  no  deaths  from 
Scarlet  Fever  but  as  usual  a  large  number  of  deaths  occured  from 
Premature  Birth.  There  were  also  7  deaths  from  Whooping- 
Cough . 

Of  the  76  deaths  which  occurred  under  one  year. 

29  were  under  1  month. 

30  from  1  to  6  months. 

17  from  6  to  12  months. 

105  is  the  total  number  of  deaths  under  5  which  gives  a 
mortality  rate  of  7'5  per  1000  at  this  age  period,  compared  with 
1905  which  was  6-5  on  estimated  population.

Tables  B,  C  and  D  show  population  at  census,  and  estimated 
population  to  middle  of  1906,  with  Birth  and  Death  rates,  also 
Causes  of  Mortality  and  numbers  in  the  different  localities. 

Zymotic  Death  Rate. 

The  Zymotic  death  rate  is  calculated  on  a  group  taken  from  the 
Infectious  Diseases,  this  group  includes  the  following 
Epidemic  Diarrhoea  total  24  ;  Enteric  Fever  0 ;  Scarlet 
Fever  0  ;  Diptheria  0  ;  Measles  1  ;  Whooping  Cough  7  ;  Small¬ 
pox  0  ;  Total  32. 

The  Zymotic  Death  rate  is  therefore  2-3  per  1,000  for  whole 
district,  an  increase  compared  with  1905,  which  was  1*8. 

This  increased  Death  rate  is  due  to  the  increased  number  of 
deaths  from  Epidemic  Diarrhoea  and  Whooping  Cough. 

Phthisis. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  from  Phthisis  is  13  and  the  death 
rate  is  9,  while  in  1905  this  death  rate  was  1*1. 


Respiratory  Death  Rate. 

Total  number  of  Deaths  from  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and 
Pleurisy  is  28,  and  the  death  rate  is  2-01.  The  mortality 
rate  from  these  causes  in  1905,  was  1*7. 


NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  prevalent  in  the  district 
during  the  year  were  Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric  Fever,  Diph¬ 
theria,  Erysipelas  and  Cliickenpox. 


Scarlet 

Fever. 


Sporadic  cases  were  reported  nearly  every  month  of  the  year 
over  the  Long  Benton  locality.  The  largest  number  of 
notifications  was  received  from  Rosehill  locality. 


There  were  07  cases  for  whole  district  compared  with  96 
cases  in  1905. 


The  distribution  of  cases  as  to  localities  and  months  was  as 
follows  : —

The  Small-pox  Hospital  at  Scatfold  Hill  lias  been  empty  during 
the  year  1006,  as  no  case  of  Small-pox  has  occurred  in  the 
District. 

The  General  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  at  Earsdon  Grange, 
has  been  used  for  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria. 


Scavenging1, 

I  have  again  to  report  that  the  Scavenging  done  by  the  Council 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Inspector  instead  of  by  Contract  lias 
proved  a  complete  success  both  on  the  points  of  efficiency  and 
economy. 

I  may  also  mention  that  increased  attention  and  a  larger  amount 
of  inspection  and  work  in  the  abatement  of  the  nuisances  is  now 
done  by  the  Inspector  and  his  assistants  with  regard  to  choked 
and  defective  drains,  &c.  Old  middens  and  privies  have  in  many 
cases  been  abolished  and  replaced  by  earth  closets. 


Cowsheds  and  Dairies* 

All  Cowsheds  to  the  number  of  86  have  been  visited  with  the 
Inspector.  New  Cowsheds  being  measured  and  registered.  A 
few  cases  of  nuisance  from  proximity  of  manure,  &e.,  were  pointed 
out  and  remedied. 


Improvements. 

Streets.— New  Soreeet  works  have  been  effected  at  Willington- 
Rosehill.  Ivy  Street,  Forest  Hall,  lias  been  paved. 

Sewer  Lamps.— Two  more  Sewer  Gas  Extractor  (Webb’s 
Lamps)  have  been  erected  in  Long  Benton  Parish  and  one  has 
been  fixed  at  Burradon.  It  is  expected  that  the  latter  will  be 
sufficient  to  ventilate  all  the  Sewers  for  Camperdown  and  Burra¬ 
don,  thus  enabing  man-hole  covers  to  be  closed  down  and  bad 
smells  to  be  abated. 

Houses- — 12  workmen’s  houses  have  been  built  at  Camper- 
down  and  80  at  West  Allotment.  A  few  residential  houses  have 
been  built  at  Benton. 
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Sanitary  Conveniences. — In  addition  to  the  earth  closets 
which  have  replaced  old  middens  and  privies  at  Camperdown,  the 
Colliery  Owners  have  agreed  to  pull  down  the  remaining  old 
middens,  &c.,  during  the  next  five  years  and  build  87  ash  closets 
per  year  in  their  place. 


Requirements. 

Streets. — Back  Strets  at  Queens  Gardens  and  East  Avenue, 
Benton,  require  to  be  paved. 

New  Streets  are  also  required  at  the  Oval,  Benton,  also  for 
Leybourn  Road,  Elm  Grove,  Nicholson  Terrace,  and  East  Forest 
Hall  Road.

Housing. — Back  to  back  houses  are  still  the  rule  at  Gosforth 
and  Benton  Rows,  also  at  West  Row  and  Wood  Houses  at  Camp¬ 
erdown.  These  ought  to  be  converted  into  double  roomed  houses. 

Water  Supply. — Haslams  Cottages  and  Dicky  Pit  are  still 
without  a  proper  water  supply. 

Sewerage. — During  the  year  considerable  pressure  was  brought 
to  bear  upon  the  District  Council  by  the  County  Council  with  a 
view  of  inducing  the  former  to  remedy  the  pollution  of  the  Walls- 
end  Burn  by  Sewage  from  Bigges  Main,  Little  Benton,  &c. 

Negotiations  with  the  Newcastle-on-Tyne  Corporation,  having 
for  their  object  the  drainage  of  the  places  above  named  into  one 
of  the  Corporation  Sewers,  proved  abortive  and  the  District 
Council  decided  to  commence  a  sewerage  scheme  on  their  own 
account  and  lay  a  Sewer  to  the  river  Tyne  with  tne  outlet  near 
the  refuse  jetty  of  the  Wallsend  Corporation. 

The  preliminary  notice  to  owners,  lessees  and  occupiers  of  the 
land  on  the  proposed  line  of  Sewer  was  issued  in  January,  1907. 
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Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901. 

There  have  been  7  inspections  of  Factories  and  22  inspections 
of  Workshops.  One  defect  was  noted  and  the  Factory  a  Brick 
work  has  since  been  closed. 

There  is  no  Bakehouse  in  the  district.
